The lobster Catcb. 


Nova Scotia and Prince Eld ward Island 


advices go to show that the lobster catch 
for the season, which closed Aug. 1, -was 
the most successful of ftny season for,the 
past ten or twelve years. Especially is 
this the case with the factories border- 
ing on the Nortlrumbeiland straits. A 
gentleman interested in lobster canning 
makes the statement that these factories 
will on tho •'"hole nvarage a net profit of 
s bout 8-{,Oi)0 each. Taking into con- 
sideration the fact that the season for 
catc'lnnq; lobstuis is by law restricted to 
June and July, thu profit must be re- 
S,urdccl !is enormous, 


Tho benefit of tho short season is now 


becoming appaionfc in the increased 
catch, which is almost double that of 
previous jeais, while the lobsters are 
just the right size for canning purposes. 
Such has been the rapid spread of the 
canneries that every available site along 
the shores of the Straits of Northumber- 
land has been taken up, and parties de- 
sirous of investing money in the business 
are withheld by the difficulty of procur- 
ing a favorable cove or beach. 


A good idea of the profits of lobster 


canning may be gathered from the fact 
that while a pound tin is put tip ready 
for shipment at a cost of about nine 
cents they are taken from the canneries 
by wholesale dealers who pay from 
seventeen to twenty cents per tin. An 
American firm owning fourteen factories 
ships its entire product to the French 
and English market direct, and all its 
tins are labeled "Machias Bay Lobsters," 
notwithstanding the fact that the con- 
tents were caught in Dominion waters, 
put np on Canadian soil and by Nova 
S- ia workmen.—Montreal Gazette. 


Regulating Nuisances. 


Organ grinders, like Artemus "Ward's 


Betsy Jane, want a little "regulating" 
at times in London, and the prospects of 
Mr. Jacoby's modest legislative efforts 
to this end will probably be brightened 
by the reports which Lord Salisbury has 
lately gathered from our representatives 
abroad. 
In Vienna, it seems, licenses 


are granted by the police to itinerant 
musicians, but only to those who are un- 
able to earn their livelihood by any other 
means. In Paris anybody wishing to 
perform "as an itinerant mountebank, 
organ grinder, musician or singer," must 
apply for a license to the prefect of po- 
lice, and it is obligatory that a certificate 
of good character accompany the appli- 
cation. 
In Berlin "those persons who 


as a means of livelihood and not in the 
Interest of art perform on musical in- 
struments in open places or public streets 
or in courtyards,',' require a license from 
the local police. In Rome the matter is 
provided for by the law of public se- 
curity, and organ grinders are not al- 
lowed by the Russian government to re- 
side in St. Petersburg. In Madrid they 
are "suppressed" as an "intolerable nui- 
sance."—London Telegraph.

the following letter from Mrs. E. Shutt, 
of Admah, Washington county, Neb.:

The men captured were Tom Watson, 


alias Bob Eldridge, alias Bob Eskridge. 
alias "Peg leg," and Bert Ourtis, alias 
Dna'l Breckinridga, alias Bert McNeil, who 
held up the Rio Grando express train at 
Texas Creek on the night of Sept. 1st, 
1891. 


After obtaining descriptions of the men 


and other information necessary, tbe Man- 
ager of tbe Rio Grande Road, Mr. Cramer, 
laid the matter before the Pmkerton 
Agency, who called in Sheriff Shores and 
detailed with him Thomas Horn. The 
story of the three-week's pursuit and cap- 
ture is vividly told ia the Denver Repub- 
lican. One of the men was captured after 
an all night's watch, and the following de- 
scription, taken from the Denver Repub- 
lican, ia ot the capture of tbe famous Peg 
leg by Horn alone. 


A SINGLE-HANDED CAPTURK. 


"The Pinkerton man remained in the 


neighborhood of tbe Polk cabin in some 
thick -underbrush. 
He had plenty of lunch 


with him and was ready for a long wait. 
After waiting patiently, on Thursday eve- 
ning, as it was nearing dusk, he noticed a 
man riding towards him from tho sooth on 
a sorrel horse. He was about a quarter of 
a mile distant, but, from his general make- 
ij", the detective was satisfied it was 'Peg 
le,.' 


"It was the supreme moment of the 


stern chase and the man in the brush could 
only wait while the prey approached. As 
tbe distance lessened the detective recog- 
nized the wooden leg and the other peculi- 
arities ot the man be was alter. From tbe 
holsters on the saddle two dangerous-look- 
ing revolvers were plainly banging, while 
in his hands, Peg leg canted a Winches- 
ter. 


"Confidently the outlaw rode toward the 


place of hia pursuer's concealment, with 
not the slightest movement to betray dis- 
trust. Now the distance was fifty, now 
twenty-five, now fifteen yards. The glist- 
ening barrel of a Winchester then pro- 
truded from the brush and (he ringing 
voice ot the detective warned the fugitive 
to throw up his hands. Peg leg was prob- 
ably never more aatoniabed in his life. 
He made an effort to turn his horse, but 
the animal only became refractory and 
brought him nearer the detective, who 
almost shoved the ride into bis stomach. 


"Peg leg then got oft, tbe detective tock 


hia horse and guns and took him to 
Waahel». On Friday night he took hia 
man, all unshackled, on the gulf train to 
Newton, Kansas, from whence he brought 
him to Denver." 


The 
Pinkerton 
operator who thus 


covered himself oud superiors with glory 
by his work on the case and his capture of 
the notorious Peg leg, is, as stated by 
Supt. MoParland, oue of the best men in 
the business, and is none other than 
Thomas Horn, who is by all well-krown in

A JOURNAL reporter visited Theodore 


Winters' ranch a few days ago and wn* sui- 


ideci at the magnitude of his horse breed- 


ing establishment. 
He has completed iiu 


immense barn in which there nre twenty- 
two large box stalls for bis famous thor- 
oughbreds and sixteen stalls for colts that 
are being weaned. 
Inside the barn is a 


labyrinthian track twelve feet wide and 
nearly a quarter of a mile long for exercis- 
ing horses in stormy and in very cold 
weather. The upper story or loft will hold 
three hundred tons of bay, and it contains 
eight grain bins capable of holding ten tons 
each. 


The barn is supplied with water carried 


in pipes from a spring ou the mountain 
side some distance away. There are two 
other barns; of less magnitude tilled with 
stalls for driving and ranch horses, and

has bred thirty-two mares this season from 
the world renowned horses El Rio Rey and 
Joe Hooker.

stable as "California horses," though the 
horses are bred and raised in Nevad.i.

Wonderful Giowth of Electric Triivel. 
Only twelve years have elapsed since 


the first crude suggestions of the prac 
tical working of an electric railway wen 
made, and four years ago a list of a 
dozen would comprise every such roa( 
in the world in even passably successfu 
operation, whatever the method of ap- 
plication 
The first large commercia 


electric railway was, after many difficul 
ties and discouragements, opened in the 
early part of 1$88 at Richmond, Va. 
and since that demonstration was madi 
the industry has grown until there an 
now in operation or under contract, on 
the general lines laid down at Richmond 
not less than 350 roads in the Unitec 
States, Europe, Australia and Japan, ro 
quiring more than 4,000 cars and 7,001 
motors, with more than 2,600 miles o: 
track, a daily mileage of nearly 500,000 
miles, and carrying nearly a billion p 
sengers annually. Fully 10,000 people 
are employed on these roads, and there 
has never been an authenticated repor 
of death on account of the electrica' 
pressure used. 
Over $30,000,000 are in- 


vested in this industry in this country 
alone.—Frank J. Sprague in Forum.
